Mounted ou a Jong, wooden, trough- 
iapcd gun carriage. a singular looking 


weapon waa lying in tho luud iu llio buck 
yard of Mr. J. It. Haskell, of I'jusaic, re- 
ently. "It might bo an iuferual machine," 
said the many who had curiously eyed it 
rorn time to time, "and it might us one of 
he most wonderful pi«c»s of ordnanco ever 
nveuted.'' The orcner and inventor, who 
IBS spent fifteen, years and J 100,000 iuper- 
fecling tho Run, takes tbo latter view, anil 
isaerls that his invention will revolutionise 
.he system of offensive armament. He calls 
t en "accelrralinK gun," nui! it is planned 
on the novel principle of boosting the 
projectile along by secondary, tertiary, and 
[uateruary explosions after it has received ils 
first impetus by the explosion 
nt tho 


Keech. The barrel is about twelve feet 
one. aud is made of steel, tapering from tbe 
muzzle, that is two or threo inches thick to 
ie hreech, ivhicb is a round picco nf steel 
thtfc OT four inches through. On tho nnder 
iii]« of the barrel at equal intervals an sinid! 
Brazen globesopeniug through narrow necks 
uto the bora of the barrel. These aro de- 
iignid to bold loose • powder, and they are 
charged through small holea ia the bottom, 
nto which brass screws are tightly Sited. 
The bore is uiado to accommodate a balf- 
uch, finely-tempered steel projectile. Ih 
iring the gun, llio chamber in the barrel is 
iUed with powder, and thon tha steel mi.1^ 
sile, which is about nine inches long, ia 
pressed firmly against the charge. 
The 


pockets are next charged and Ihe serows are 
replaced in their bases. The nipple is at 
:he base of Ibe breech, and Iho first charge 
is fired by means of a cap placed on the 
nipple.

the pockets at Ihe iustant it passes over the 
neck. It receives a new impulse by tho ex- 
plosion of each packet of powder, nnd it is

imwer. . The 


amount of powder lhat is expended at a 
single discharge, Mr'. Hastell aajs, is sufli- 
cient, if it were all placed in the gnn tube, 
:o fill the gnn to tho mnzzlo and to blow the 
barrel to atoms. To utilize all tbo force of 
different oiplosions the pockets are placed 
at such an angle with the. barrel lhat liltle 
of the eiplosivc forces aro lost against tlie 
upper surface of tho barrel. Mr. Haskell 
has worked hard and conDdcnlly wilh his 
invention, and ho asserts for it unlimited 
possibilities. lie thinks that with the little 
imperfect trial-gun, which has only a smooth 
boreT he can throw the steel projectile over 
twelve miles, and that at a moderate di:i. 
Ianco he can pierce the steel armor of any 
ship of war. 
With a weapon of greater 


weight, rifled bore, and more powerful ball, 
the imagination of the inventor shrinks 
from the conjecture of what ho can achieve. 


Ur. Haskell gathered a few of bis neigh- 


bors together on Ust Hatnrday, and shoul- 
dering hia gnn, Ihe parly repaired to Ihe 
stone cpoarry of Mr. Panlison in tho suburbs. 
The weapon was charged and everythitij 
was golten ready. Mr. Haskell advanced t( 
discharge the cap, and then Iho valor ol 
most of the spectators yielded to discrelion 
and Ihey ran and hid among the slones. Mr. 
HaskeH with perfect confidence, discharged 
the piece aevcral times, and with wondcrfii 
effect. Thefiril target, which had bscn 
placed bul a few feet from tha gun, was a 
solid piece of monitor iron, four inchoi 
thick. Tbo steel migsle psssal throngh ii 
M through a piece of pine board and piniiec 
it to a hard wood block, which WM al« 
pierced for several inches.
